To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hill,  in  the  County  of 
Merrimack,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Hill  on  Tuesday,  the  9th  day  of  March  next,  at 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following- 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  make 
appropriations  for  the  same. 

3.  To  authorize  and  empower  the  board  of  selectmen 
to  borrow  for  the  .town  by  the  issue  of  .notes  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $10,000.00  iii  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the  year 
1948,  said  notes  to  be  expressly  payable  from  said  taxes 
within  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  issuance ;  and  to 
authorize  the  board  of  selectmen  to  determine  the  rate 
of  interest  on  such  notes  and  to  provide  for  the  sale 
thereof. 

4.  To  authorize  the  sale  or  lease  of  real  estate  ac- 
quired by  the  town  through  tax  collector's  deeds  for 
non-payment  of  taxes,  and  to  authorize  the  board  of 
selectmen  to  execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  the  Town 
suitable  deeds  or  leases  of  such  real  estate,  subject  to 
conditions  and  restrictions  as  may  be  voted  by  the 
meeting. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $300.00  for  Blister  Rust  Control. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $76.00  for  the  Lakes  Region  Associa- 
tion. 


7.  To  sec  it  the  Lown  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  purchase  three  Aerial  Photography  Maps  of  the 
T..\vn  of  Hill  at  a  eost  not  to  exceed  $18.00. 

8.  To  sec  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  rind  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100.00  for  the  purpose  of  supporting 
an  ( )ld  I  tome  Day. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $561.00  for  State  Aid  Road  Construc- 
tion. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  plow- 
ing private  driveways  and  take  a  specific  vote  on  same. 

11.  To  authorize  the  selectmen  to  purchase  for  the 
town  a  suitable  power-driven  snow  plow  at  a  cost  not 
to  exceed  eleven  thousand  dollars. 

11a.  To  appropriate  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  for  the  town  a  suitable 
power-driven  snow  plow. 

lib.  To  borrow  in  the  name  of  the  town  by  the  is- 
suance of  serial  notes  or  bonds  as  provided  in  chapter 
72,  Revised  Lawrs,  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  dollars, 
payable  within  six  years  from  date,  for  the  purpose 
specified  in  the  preceding  article ;  and  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment 
and  rate  of  interest  on  said  notes  or  bonds. 

12.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  'meeting.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Hill  School  Board  : 

My  third  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  the  Town  of  Hill  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted. 
As  has  been  noted  in  previous  reports,  Hill  children  are 
fortunate  to  have  the  highly  individualized  instruction 
provided  at  the  Hill  Grammar  School.  Pupils  who  come 
from  Hill  to  Franklin  are  largely  successful  and  many  of 
them  make  exceptionally  fine  records. 

This  year  a  Hot  Lunch  Program  was  introduced  for 
pupils  who  stay  at  school  during  the  noon  hour.  At  the 
present  time  but  twelve  children  are  participating  in  this 
program,  and  it  is  operating  at  a  considerable  loss.  Par- 
ents are  urged  to  have  the  children  stay  at  the  school  and 
participate  in  the  noon  meal  in  order  that  it  will  not  be 
necessary  that  the  program  be  abandoned. 

The  possibility  of  installing  an  oil  burner  in  the  Hill 
Grammar  School  should  be  explored.  If  the  interior  of 
the  building  is  to  be  re-decorated,  it  would  prove  a  wise 
investment,  if  only  through  keeping  maintenance  costs 
in  the  future  down  to  a  minimum. 

It  is  much  regretted  that  the  School  District  Meeting 
failed  to  vote  to  provide  funds  for  the  transportation  of 
high  school  pupils.  There  seems  to  be  some  evidence  to 
indicate  that  the  next  biennial  session  of  the  State  legisla- 
ture will  make  the  transportation  of  high  school  pupils 
compulsory,  and  it  would  seem  much  more  desirable  for 
this  provision  to  be  made  locally  before  State  legislation 
makes  it  necessary. 
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Taxpayers  of  Hill  must  recognize  that  regardless  of 
the  organization  of  the  school,  costs  for  education  will 
keep  pace  with  the  increased  cost  of  living.  School  costs 
everywhere  are  rising. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  serve  as  your  Superintendent  and  to 
work  with  the  Hill  School  board  and  your  two  fine 
teachers.
